The stark biack 
and white of the Orchestra's forma: 
dress made a foil to the riot of 
colour on the stage. It was at first a 
little odd to see the conductor coming 
down the steps from the stage to take 
his place on the podium, instead of ap- 
pearing from the nether regions, but 
even such necessary improvisations 
added to the excitement of the evening. 
And to watch Carlo Maria Giulini con- 
ducting the entire opera without a score 
was an education in. itself.
